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A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER 
Dear Friends: 


A total of $80,000,000 is being deposited in 403 Missouri banks from gen- 
eral funds allocated under the Missouri Model for the Investment of Inactive 
Funds. The amount is the largest ever deposited under the program, which was 
initiated by my office four years ago. 


Banks receiving the deposits will pay the State of Missouri the prevailing 
rate of interest on one year U.S. Treasury bills at the time the deposits are 
made. 

All Missouri banks have an equal opportunity to qualify for the deposits. In 
order to qualify, a bank must show evidence of having at least 50 percent of its 
current deposits in loans. The amount of a deposit is based on the percentage of 
a bank’s capital structure, as compared to the total capital structure of all banks 
qualifying for the deposits. 


Any bank in Missouri which reflects a community involvement by main- 
taining a loan-deposit ratio of at least 50 percent will receive its share of the 
money, providing it chooses to accept the deposit at the maximum rate of in- 
terest. 


The deposit of $80,000,000 in these banks is in keeping with my policy of 
keeping the state’s revenues in the State of Missouri. By doing so, more money is 
- made available for the economy of local communities and generates local growth 
and financial stability.
